
VOLUNTEERS TO 
RUN LIBRARIES

LIBRARIES and the archives 
service in Dudley will be run 
by volunteers under cost-cut- 
ting council plans. 

A not-for-profit organisation will 
be set up to save Dudley Council 
£200,000 a year by taking over man¬ 
agement of the sites, while paid staff 
have fewer hours and self-service will 
be encouraged. 

Council chiefs have already announced that 
opening hours of libraries and the archives ser¬ 
vice will be slashed as the authority looks to 
save £20 million over three years. 

The new Community Benefit Society model 
has been agreed in principle by the council’s 
cabinet. Consultation between staff and public 
began on November 18 and will go on until Feb¬ 
ruary 19, 2016. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for adult and community learning, said: 
“These are unprecedented times for Dudley 
council with continuous reductions in fund¬ 
ing from national government putting intense 
pressure on local services. 

“As part of the council’s budget reductions, 
libraries, archives and adult learning have to 
achieve a target of 30 per cent savings. 

“The mutual model would be a positive out¬ 
come from a trying situation, bringing staff, 
residents and council officers together to de¬ 
liver an innovative, efficient and sustainable 
way of working.” 

Professional 

The libraries and archives service would con¬ 
tinue to be run by professional staff, the council 
says, but would have community, employee and 
council involvement at board level. 

In October, Dudley Council confirmed some 
library staff will lose their jobs under cost-cut- 
ting plans. They will be invited to apply for vol¬ 
untary redundancy. 

It was also announced that Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery will close, with up to 275 jobs 
being lost. The council tax is set to rise fol¬ 
lowing savage cuts across departments, which 
means less funding for Dudley Zoo and Castle. 

The new arrangement would see all librar¬ 
ies, library links and the archive service remain 
open, with increased customer self-service and 
reduced staff hours. 

Some adult and family learning may be relo¬ 
cated to shared venues but would continue to 
be funded from national budgets allocated to 
Dudley Council for community learning. 

Dudley libraries, archives and adult learning 
are nationally recognised among the best in the 
country, having been shortlisted for awards 
and winning accolades. 

They attract more than 80,000 people to 
their events each year with 23,000 people vis¬ 
iting Dudley libraries each week. The adult 
learning service provides learning opportuni¬ 
ties to more than 6,000 adults in the borough. 


BOROUGH SET TO SHOW ITS LOVE FOR TENNIS ACE 
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Wheelchair tennis star Jordanne Whiley from Halesowen will be the first Freewoman of Dudley borough after an hugely successful year 


“IT is where I spent the first 18 years of 
my life - so to be recognised there is great.” 
Those are the words of wheelchair tennis star 
Jordanne Whiley who has spoken of her pride 
that she is to be given the freedom of the bor¬ 
ough in Dudley. 

The 23-year-old from Halesowen, who this 
year was awarded the MBE, has been recog¬ 
nised for her stunning success in the sport 
which has seen her claim the grand slam in 
doubles this year as well as her first singles 
title at the US Open. She will be the first 
woman to receive the prestigious honour. 


“It was a complete surprise,” she said. “I 
feel like I am getting more and more recogni¬ 
tion now Paralympic sports are on the map. 
Since the London 2012 Olympics, every year 
seems to be getting better and better and I’m 
hoping by Rio in 2016 some Paralympians will 
be household names. Before London nobody 
knew what wheelchair tennis was.” 

While she has won trophies around the 
world, Jordanne said it was special to receive 
recognition at home. She joins the likes of Sir 
Lenny Henry in having the freedom of Dud¬ 
ley. 


But the borough will have to wait before 
welcoming her home. A busy schedule lead¬ 
ing up to the Paralympics in Rio means she is 
training during December before the Austral¬ 
ian Open in January. She said: “It will proba¬ 
bly be February before I get back home.” 

Her father Keith said: “We’re so proud of 
her and this is like the icing on the cake. This 
has brought home how much people in Dud¬ 
ley are getting behind her.” 

The former Earls High School pupil will 
be officially named the borough’s first free¬ 
woman at a council meeting on Monday.

Residents act over speeding motorists 


MOTORISTS have been hitting speeds almost 
double the legal limit down a narrow road, say 
residents in Lye. 

Campaigners will be monitoring speeds over the 
course of the coming weeks along Caledonia in a 
bid to end the road danger. 

A father and son narrowly avoided injury after 
a car left the road and hit a lamp post in the road 
around six months ago. 

It has prompted members of Caledonia Resi¬ 
dents Association to seek speeding curbs in the 
road. 

Some drivers have been speeding along a sec¬ 
tion between Bagley Street and Thorns Road, 


according to residents. Speeds will be recorded 
by the team but only as evidence of the number 
of vehicles exceeding the limit and will not led to 
prosecutions. 

Those found exceeding the 30mph limit have 
their registration numbers passed to the police 
for warning letters to be sent. 

Association chairman David Adams said it was 
hoped that once the concerns were backed up with 
evidence police and council chiefs would look at 
taking action over the issue. 

Mr Adams, aged 45, has lived in the area for 
nine years, says the problem has become more ap¬ 
parent in recent months. 


“Our intention is to demonstrate that the road 
needs proper enforcement of the speed limit,” 
he said. “By using the radar device we hope to 
achieve this aim, as well as slow down motorists 
who will see us in our high visibility jackets”. 

“Police say that there have only been a couple of 
accidents here but if we can provide the evidence 
then we will have more to back up our case. 

“They have been exceeding the limits. Some¬ 
times 50 mph down here.” 

He said groups members were open to sugges¬ 
tions for speed calming measures to be brought in. 
These could be in the form of ‘sleeping policeman’ 
style humps or a chicane being added on roads. 


Project for 150 homes 
on old garage sites 

AN £18 million scheme to build 
150 homes on old garage sites 
across Dudley has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Homes will be built on sites in Dud¬ 
ley, Kingswinford and Netherton over 
the next four years if plans are given 
the green light. 

Cannock-based Jessup Brothers success¬ 
fully bid for the four-year contract, which 
will involve building the properties for 
council tenants. It is the first time Dudley 
Council has signed a ‘framework contract’, 
which is part of a wider £40m scheme cre¬ 
ating 350 homes in total. 

Homes will be built on old garages in 
Ketley Hill Road, on the Russells Hall es¬ 
tate in Dudley; Lea Bank Road, in Nether¬ 
ton; and at Marley Road, in Kingswinford. 

Dudley’s housing boss Councillor Gaye 
Partridge welcomed the deal, saying: “This 
framework system of tendering means the 
council can save money in the long-term 
as we do not have to continually advertise 
and pay administration costs for individual 
smaller scales projects. 

“It will give greater value for money 
over the whole construction process. Work¬ 
ing with one contractor over numerous 
projects will allow benefits to be passed 
down through the building supply chain, 
including creating opportunities for local 
sub-contractors and suppliers. 

Significant 

“The added bonus of knowing that peo¬ 
ple will be able to find work as part of this 
scheme is a significant attraction for us as 
a community council.” 

Jessup Brothers’ managing director 
Clive Jessup said the firm had experience 
in similar schemes 

“Jessup are delighted to have been 
chosen by Dudley for this important 
framework,” he said. “We have 28 years’ 
experience of delivering affordable homes 
across the Midlands.” 

Consultation events in January are being 
arranged, where the public can ask ques¬ 
tions. 

As part of the agreement, Jessup will 
provide apprenticeships and/or jobs for the 
long-term unemployed. 

Planning applications will be made 
for the separate housing schemes in due 
course. 



The Black Country Living Museum team receives the Chamber of Commerce award for Large Business of the Year 


THE Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum was judged the best large 
businesses in the Black Country at 
this year’s Chamber of Commerce 
Awards. 

With around 400 people in at¬ 
tendance, the Black Country 
Chamber’s awards dinner was at 
Wolverhampton Racecourse to cel¬ 
ebrate local business success. 

Ninder Johal, president of Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “I would like to congratu¬ 
late all our winners and thank the 


many more businesses who have 
taken part in the awards this year. 
Our judges were very impressed 
with the high standard and diver¬ 
sity of award entries. 

“They had some very difficult de¬ 
cisions to make. It was great to see 
so many people celebrating Black 
Country business success.” 

Scooping the title of Large Busi¬ 
ness of the Year, the Black Country 
Living Museum is one of the UK’s 
top five open-air museums and the 
leading authority on Black Coun¬ 


try heritage. The museum has wel¬ 
comed more than 8 million visitors 
since it opened nearly 40 years ago. 

The judges said The Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum had turned 
their business around, moving 
from loss to profit “through an in¬ 
novative and passionate approach 
to business”.

Big fines for 
not checking 
destination 
of rubbish 

TWO men who failed to make sure their 
rubbish was disposed of properly have 
been ordered to pay more than £2,000 
between them. 

Ranjit Singh found someone on Face- 
book to remove his trash, which was 
eventually fly-tipped at Baggeridge 
Country Park. 

Marius Mihaescu stopped and paid a 
man on the street to get rid of his waste, 
which ended up dumped near Moseley 
Old Hall. 

Singh and Mihaescu both appeared 
at Stafford Magistrates Court last week 
on charges of failing to check the people 
taking their waste were appropriately 
licensed. 

Singh, aged 45, from Belmont Road, 
Penn, Wolverhampton, was fined £440 
and ordered to pay costs of £1,064. 

Mihaescu, 30, from Dunstall Road, 
Wolverhampton, was fined £250 and or¬ 
dered to pay costs of £884. 

South Staffordshire Councillor Roger 
Lees, cabinet member for public health 
protection, said: “These cases just go to 
show that paying someone to get rid of 
your rubbish is simply not enough. 

“The onus is on you to make sure the 
people you are paying have the correct li¬ 
cences to get rid of the rubbish properly. 

“Our officers have been cracking down 
on fly-tipping in the district, and go to 
great lengths to find out who rubbish 
belongs to. 

“Fly-tipping is unsightly, it ruins the 
countryside and can be dangerous. We 
will always seek to prosecute those who 
dump rubbish illegally in our district.” 

Families helped 
into rental homes 

HUNDREDS of people have been helped 
to find new homes as part of a scheme 
which is now in its fourth year. 

More than 400 private properties 
have been let by landlords in the project 
backed by Dudley Council. 

The council can negotiate with land¬ 
lords so that tenants can move into 
the property without having to have a 
deposit up-front. Officials say, where 
agreed, tenants are given up to 12 
months to raise the money. The council 
also guarantees to pay against damage 
or rent arrears up to an agreed amount. 

Housing boss Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge said: “By reducing risks to land¬ 
lords letting a property we are able to 
help people who would otherwise be un¬ 
able to rent in the private sector.”

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Church is 
tasked to 
start three 
youth clubs 

FOUR new clubs youth clubs have 
been commissioned in Stourbridge 
and Brierley Hill. 

Stourbridge’s Chawn Hill Church 
has secured the Dudley Council con¬ 
tracts for both of those areas and are 
now setting up clubs at churches in 
Norton, Brockmoor and soon in Pen- 
snett too. 

The move follows severe cuts to 
youth provision by Dudley Council. 

Chawn Hill Church has a strong 
track record with young people and 
has been employing youth workers 
since 1990. In the last ten years it has 
worked with others to set up the Look 
Out Project in Pensnett, Black Coun¬ 
try Food Bank, Stourbridge Street 
Pastors, Love Stourbridge and Stour¬ 
bridge Life Centre Debt Advice. 

Danny Brierly, operations manager 
at Chawn Hill Church with youth 
group Ignite said: “I’m delighted that 
we’ve been commissioned for next 
18 months by Dudley Youth Service 
to run during term-time four weekly 
youth clubs across the Stourbridge 
and Brierley Hill areas. During three 
half-terms we’ll also be running 
sports, theatre and dance academies 
with Black Country organisations, 
Saltmine and YfC. 

“As well as providing a range of fun 
activities and safe spaces for young 
people to hang out, our volunteer 
and employed youth workers will also 
be helping support young peoples’ 
personal and social development. 
Everything from communication 
skills, and campaigning, to getting a 
job.” 

New lease secures 
library's future 

A VILLAGE library which had been 
under threat of closure has had its 
long term future secured after a new 
lease was signed. 

Hagley Library has been protected 
after parish councillors signed a 
10-year lease with Worcestershire 
County Council chiefs. 

Parish councillors will oversee the 
building’s upkeep in exchange for the 
library in Worcester Street staying 
open. 

Campaigners pleaded to save the li¬ 
brary after its future was put in doubt 
after the county council launched a 
cost-cutting review.. 

Hagley Parish Council chairman, 
Steve Colella, said they were now 
looking for volunteers to keep the li¬ 
brary going into the future. 

Three swans found

The swans, all aged 
around two, were found by a visitor to 
Fens Pool Nature Reserve. 


Tributes pour in for public servant Mary

A COUNCILLOR who has served Dud¬ 
ley residents for the past eight years has 
died after a long illness. 

Tributes have been paid to ‘loved and 
respected’ Mary Roberts, who had repre¬ 
sented the St James’s ward since 2007. 

Councillor Roberts, who was re-elected 
to the ward in 2011 and in May this year, 
was vice-chairwoman of the authority’s 
audit and standards committee. 

Mayor of Dudley Councillor Steve 
Waltho said she would be missed by 
her colleagues at the authority. “Our 
thoughts are with Mary’s closest friends 
and family at this very sad time,” he said. 


“Mary served the council with great 
honour over the best part of the last dec¬ 
ade and she will certainly be missed by 
all.” 

Councillor Roberts was a member of 
the council’s health scrutiny committee, 
licensing and safety committee and the 
Castle and Priory, St Thomas’s and St 
James’s community forum. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: 
“Mary spent her whole life in the service 
of others as a great teacher and a won¬ 
derful councillor. Many people will have 
led more fulfilled lives as a result of her 
work as a teacher and she helped hun¬ 


dreds of families and community groups 
during her eight years on the council. 

“She was loved and respected by 
councillors from all parties and she’ll 
be missed by us all. I’ll never forget the 
encouragement, advice, help and support 
she always gave me. 

“Many people in Dudley have lost a 
very good friend.” 

Mrs Roberts had taught at Princes 
End Primary School, in Tipton. 

Her daughter, Paula, a GP, said her 
mother was dedicated to her commu¬ 
nity work and her family, including two 
granddaughters. 


Jail for drink-driver who 
crashed into police cars 


A BANNED drink-driver who 
crashed into two police cars during 
a terrifying 15-minute high speed 
chase is starting a 15-month jail 
sentence. 

Edward Preece had a string of previous 
convictions for motoring offences and was 
at the wheel of a stolen Vauxhall Vectra 
on false plates, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The 36-year-old year old ignored a request to 
stop near the Merry Hill shopping centre after 
police spotted the vehicle on March 23, four 
days after it had been reported as missing from 
a lock up garage in Dudley. 

He raced through a string of residential 
streets in Brierley Hill at twice the 30mph 
speed limit and reversed into the pursuing 
police car twice, said Mr Kevin Jones, prose¬ 
cuting. 

Preece, who had 19 previous convictions in¬ 
volving 34 offences, also charged through a red 
traffic light and went the wrong way round a 
traffic island. He finally smashed head on into 
another police car travelling in the opposite di¬ 
rection in a bid to block his path in Whitegates 
Road, Brierley Hill. 

Whiplash 

Pc Ian Adams suffered whiplash injuries in 
the crash. 

Preece gave a reading of blew 68 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath 
when tested after the chase. The limit is 35. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, conceded: 
“He accepts this was a disgraceful piece of 
driving and realises he is fortunate that nobody 
was seriously injured or worse. 

“He has an appalling record that demon¬ 
strates his inability to abide by the rules of 
the road even when banned from doing so by a 
court order. The car had been stolen by others. 

“He was drinking with people who loaned 
him the vehicle to drive to the shops and pan¬ 
icked when he saw the police because he knew 
he should not have been driving.” 

Preece from Parkes Lane, Princess End, Tip- 
ton, admitted dangerous driving, driving while 
banned and drink driving. 

He was jailed for 15 months and further dis¬ 
qualified from driving for four years on release. 

Judge Mark Eades said: “You behaved like 
a hooligan tearaway teenager and you can ex¬ 
pect little mercy when you have continued to 
act like that for so long.” 



Croquet club shocked by new fee 


Facing a huge bill to maintain greens — club chairman Phil Bate with Stourbridge Croquet Club members 


MEMBERS of a croquet club fear 
they may have to fold following 
controversial plans to increase 
bowling green maintenance fees 
across the borough. 

It means that players at Stour¬ 
bridge Croquet Club could be left 
maintaining the green themselves 
or paying up to £12,000 in main¬ 
tenance fees as cash-strapped 
Dudley Council tries to save £20 
million by 2018. 

Stourbridge Croquet Club, 


based at Mary Stevens Park, is 
one of the eight greens across the 
borough facing a price hike 

Phil Bate, 66, who has been 
chairman of the club for the five 
years, said members were devas¬ 
tated that they could potentially 
be left with maintenance costs. 

“It is ridiculous,” he said. “Pay¬ 
ing £12,000 a year for mainte¬ 
nance of lawns is just something 
we could not do. I understand that 
they need to make savings but it 


feels like they are targeting the 
wrong people. There are elderly 
members at both the croquet and 
bowling club that see coming out 
to play as the highlight of their 
week.” 

The club currently has 17 mem¬ 
bers, all of them above the age of 
55, including two in their 80s. 

Members are hopeful that cov¬ 
enants dating back to the 1920s 
could oblige the council to main¬ 
tain the greens.

THE massacres in France? I am torn 
between two opinions, the liberal and the 
biblical. The liberal is the one that goes, we 
in the West are partly to blame for the mad¬ 
ness of the Middle East. We must therefore 
sit down and talk with Islamic State, just as 
we have talked to other psychopathic mur¬ 
derers in the past, from the Mau Mau to 
the IRA, to work out some long-term set¬ 
tlement and a happy ending. The biblical 
view is that there can be no happy ending. 
The tribes of the Middle East have been 
smiting each other for thousands of years; 
the killing began long before they saw a 
British, French or American face. The bor¬ 
ders of Islam have always been marked by 
blood and today’s militant Islam is incapa¬ 
ble of living at peace with itself, let alone 
with its neighbours. It has nothing to dis¬ 
cuss and there is nothing to negotiate be¬ 
cause its aim is our utter destruction. The 
“hostages” taken in a Paris theatre were 
no such thing; they were taken not for bar¬ 
gaining but for slaughter. We should there¬ 
fore do the Old Testament thing and smite 
our enemies with a vengeance. For every 
one of us they kill, we kill 1,000 of theirs. 
Every suicide vest detonated in the West 
will be repaid, not merely with precision 
smart bombs but with every weapon in our 
armoury, including those no-one likes to 
mention. The biblical solution is to rain fire 
and brimstone on Islamic State and turn its 
strongholds into puddles of molten sand. 

DONALD Trump who, heaven forbid, 
might one day become President of the 
United States, says the Paris massacre 
would have turned out differently if the 
French were allowed to carry guns. Can 
you imagine the 
carnage if 100 
handgun-toting 
concert-goers 
had whipped 
out their Mag¬ 
nums and cut 
loose in a dark, 
crowded the¬ 
atre? Terror¬ 
ism is scary 
enough but no less terrifying is how many 
adult Americans cannot tell the difference 
between real life and Hollywood. 

AS the week’s horrific events in France 
unfolded, the many TV and radio inter¬ 
views reminded us once again how many 
ordinary French folk speak excellent Eng¬ 
lish, and how few Brits can manage to 
string the simplest sentence together in 
any foreign language. 

WHEN it was announced that British 
storms would soon be getting their own 
names, no-one told us to brace ourselves 
for American names. Having been battered 
by Barney, can we look forward to Chuck, 
Dwight, Ellie-May, Frankie, Geraldo and 
Homer? 

THE latest Strictly Come Dancing 
(BBC1) was a puzzle. I can’t remember 
seeing so many grown-up people getting 
so excited about going to Blackpool. May¬ 
be they hadn’t been before.

Supermarket raiders flee empty-handed

supermarket in Dudley when they 
were chased by police. 

Sainsbury’s Local in Pensnett 
was left boarded up following the at¬ 
tempted raid during the early hours 
of Wednesday morning (November 
18). 

The raiders smashed a window and 
even removed bricks from the wall in 


a bid to gain access to the tills in the 
High Street shop, but they failed to 
get inside. 

Getaway 

Extensive damage was caused to 
the window and the brickwork but 
the shop remained open for business 
the next day. 

Police gave chase to a Ford Fiesta 
after arriving at the scene at 2.45am, 


but the getaway car evaded them. 

Mandy Pursey, spokeswoman for 
Sainsbury’s, said: “Nothing was 
taken and we are very grateful to our 
neighbours for calling the police.” 

Lee Page, for West Midlands Po¬ 
lice, said CCTV was being reviewed 
to try to identify the offenders. 

He said: “On arrival officers gave 
chase to a Ford Fiesta ST believed 
to have been involved in the offence, 


but this was lost a few minutes later 
following a short pursuit. 

“The offenders had attempted to 
gain access to the building by smash¬ 
ing a window and removing bricks 
but had not got inside. CCTV is being 
reviewed and forensic exhibits are 
being examined.” 

Anyone with information about 
the attempted break-in at the super¬ 
market is asked to call police on 101. 


UKIP MEP quotes Enoch 
Powell at Euro meeting

UKIP councillor and MEP 
Bill Etheridge directly quot¬ 
ed Enoch Powell at a meet¬ 
ing in the Black Country, 
saying multiculturalism will 
‘lead to rivers of blood’. 

The Euro MP spoke out at 
a public meeting entitled Tn a 
Europe of Freedom & Direct 
Democracy’ attended by around 
20 people. 

Mr Etheridge began by saying 
that Conservative MP Powell was 
right when he said ‘those whom 
the gods wish to destroy they first 
make mad’. He said: “The creed of 
multiculturalism is in fact a creed of 
surrender and it will lead to rivers of 
blood. A multi-ethnic Britain is fine 
and works well, a multicultural Brit¬ 
ain is diversive not just diverse. Yes, 
remember where you came from but 
understand that when you have ar¬ 
rived here you must embrace British 
values there is no alternative.” 

Funeral 

In his Rivers of Blood speech in 
Birmingham in 1968, the then MP 
for Wolverhampton South West Mr 
Powell compared the UK’s immi¬ 
gration policy to watching a nation 
piling up its own funeral pyre. 

Border control in the wake of the 
migrant crisis and the Paris terror¬ 
ist attacks was the main topic at the 
meeting at the Brambles Hotel in 
Dudley on Friday night. 

Sedgley councillor Mr Etheridge 
was joined by fellow UKIP MEP Jill 
Seymour and The Freedom Associa¬ 
tion chief executive Simon Richards. 

All three spoke of their opposition 
to staying in the European Union, 
saying the UK should have the ‘free¬ 
dom to choose its own future’ and 
claimed unregulated migration has 
invited terrorists into the country. 

Mr Etheridge said: “It’s madness 
not to control your own borders, it’s 
madness not to make your own rules 
and laws and it’s madness to see 
your democracy frittered away by 
people in Brussels and Strasbourg 
who care nothing of what local peo¬ 
ple think.”

A MULTI-MILLION pound scheme to build a new glass¬ 
works museum in Wordsley is on schedule to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of this year. 

The Stuart Crystal site, on High Street and opposite 
the Red House Glass Cone, received a £2.1 million fund¬ 
ing grant in August from the European Regional Devel¬ 
opment Fund. The project is costing £5m overall. 

Developers Complex Development Projects Ltd are 
now close to completing the site. As well as the mu¬ 
seum, there will be an apartment block comprising 18 
flats along with a number of offices. 

Ian Harrabin, managing director at Complex Devel¬ 
opment Project Ltd, said: “I’m very happy with how the 
work has progressed and very much look forward to the 


end of December when the museum is completed. The 18 
flats will follow and be finished in March. It’s a fantastic 
thing to be happening in the area.” 

Broadfield House Glass Museum in Kingswinford has 
been closed and its collection put in storage awaiting the 
completion of the new museum. 

The developers have been working with the British 
Glass Foundation (BGF), which will run the museum. 
Graham Knowles, chairman of the BGF, said: “We are 
now at a pivotal point in the development of the new site 
at the White House Cone. 

“The structure will be completed by the end of this 
year ready to be handed over to the charity with the Hot 
Glass Studio functioning around March 2016.” 


More than 
500 meet 
employers 
at jobs fair 

MORE than 500 jobseekers flocked to 
a jobs fair in Brierley Hill, with organ¬ 
isers hailing the event a huge success. 

Forty businesses set up stalls at 
The Waterfront for the fair, which 
was organised by Dudley South MP 
Mike Wood. 

Amongst the companies were JLR, 
Avon, National Express, Neelan Care 
Plus, Sandwell College and Ladder for 
the Black Country, supported by the 
Express & Star. Since it’s inception in 
September 2014, over 700 apprentice¬ 
ships have been created thanks to the 
Ladder for the Black Country scheme, 
which accounts for a sizeable part of 
the fall in youth unemployment. 

Gill Durkin, Ladder for the Black 
Country’s business development di¬ 
rector said: “It’s not been any easy 
task to cut the number of unemployed 
youths in the area, but it’s been a fan¬ 
tastic scheme for the area considering 
we only started just over a year ago 

“Doing fairs such as this allow us to 
physically interact with those who are 
looking for their next step, showing 
them they have a number of potential 
options available.” 

Immanuel Wiredu, aged 40 from 
Wolverhampton, found the jobs fair 
very useful in being able to speak di¬ 
rectly to potential employers. 

He said: “I’ve been unemployed for 
a little while now and found it very 
frustrating applying online, talking to 
no one and just repetitively searching 
for jobs with no guidance. It was good 
to be in a room full of people who were 
looking to engage and directly speak 
with you, which I found very helpful.”

First look at £l2m vision for college

THIS is what a new £12 milli on col¬ 
lege campus will look like when it is 
built in Dudley. The new Dudley Ad¬ 
vance II would sit alongside its name¬ 
sake Dudley Advance at the college’s 
site in the town. 

The college’s ongoing investment in 
the town has been hailed by a council¬ 
lor as changing the look of the town 
for the better in recent years. 

Plans for Dudley Advance II follow 
hot on the heels of the opening of the 
£7m manufacturing and engineering 
building Dudley Advance in Septem¬ 
ber last year. If it gets the go-ahead 


from council planners, Advance II will 
complete the college’s learning quar¬ 
ter and be part-funded through its 
contract with Saudi Arabia. 

The college has submitted a formal 
planning application to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil for the new landmark building. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, Mayor of 
Dudley, said the college’s investment 
in the town had improved its look. 

He said: “This provides another 
educational facility, which is fantastic 
news for Dudley but it also helps with 
the regeneration of the town. Dudley 
College is playing a very significant 


part in that regeneration. We’re try¬ 
ing to do what we can as a council but 
it’s clear the college’s work is looked 
at by visitors who can see things hap¬ 
pening in Dudley. 

“It’s absolutely phenomenal and 
these new buildings are making Dud¬ 
ley a better place. Lowell Williams, 
the college principal, is doing great 
things.” 

The 37,000 sq ft centre includes 
workshops, classrooms, project 
spaces, resource areas, welfare and 
support facilities around a four-storey 
building called The Hanger.

Wait times plummet 
after care unit opens 


WAITING times at Russells Hall 
Hospital have been dramatically 
reduced after the opening of an ur¬ 
gent care centre. 

Russells Hall has become one of the 
best performing hospitals in the country 
based on a national four-hour emergency 
care waiting target. 

Dudley Urgent Care Centre, provided by 
Mailing Health Ltd, was opened within the 
hospital’s grounds in April. 

In May 2014 there were 746 breaches of the 
four-hour waiting target. However, in May 
2015 there were only 96. 

The Urgent Care Centre offers non-emer¬ 
gency care for walk-in patients who have minor 
illnesses and injuries that need urgent atten¬ 
tion. 

In a report to the Dudley Health Overview 
and Scrutiny Committee, chief accountable of¬ 
ficer Paul Maubach, said its success had seen 
the hospital rise from 109th in the waiting 
times table into the top three. He added com¬ 
plaints registered about the centre were less 
than one per 1,000 patients. 

Mr Maubach said: “The care centre con¬ 
tinues to be refined and developed through a 
monthly governance steering group. 

Contributed 

“It is also recognised it has contributed sig¬ 
nificantly to the very strong performance of 
Russells Hall Hospital in regards to its four- 
hour emergency care wait target. 

“In England, Russells Hall is currently a 
leading hospital provider for this important 
performance target. 

“This is particularly significant because just 
over a year ago it was near bottom of the na¬ 
tional ranking table.” 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group, 
which met last week, commissioned a new ur¬ 
gent and emergency care model for patients in 
April. 

The scheme saw the nearby walk-in centre 
at Holly Hall Clinic close with a new urgent 
care centre open in Russells Hall, operating 24- 
hours a day, seven-days a week. 

Mr Maubach said lead clinicians, along with 
the Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
agreed the overall model had been a success. 

“Emergency department clinicians agree the 
streaming is working appropriately and the 
right patients are being seen in the emergency 
department,” he said.

A MOTHER who suffered the 
heartache of losing her premature 
baby is using her grief to spur on 
her help for other families in a 
similar situation. 

Sarah Foley’s son Freddie 
passed away just 54 minutes after 
being born 23 weeks into her preg¬ 
nancy weighing lib 5oz. 

Devastated Sarah and her part¬ 
ner Ricky were able to spend some 
time with their son thanks to a 
cuddle cot at Dudley’s Russells 


Hall Hospital, which helped them 
through the difficult time. 

The special cots allow bereaved 
parents to spend up to 72 hours 
with their babies which have ei¬ 
ther been stillborn or passed away 
shortly after birth. 

Russells Hall only has one of the 
cots and Miss Foley, aged 28, from 
Brierley Hill, was determined to 
provide the unit with more. 

She has so far raised £700 in 
just a few weeks with the help of 


friends through a crowd funding 
website, as well as through raffles 
and bucket collections. Cuddle 
cots cost around £1,500 each. 

Miss Foley said: “It allows par¬ 
ents to keep their baby in the 
room with them and spend some 
time with them. 

“It allows you to make memo¬ 
ries,” she added.

I hope I’m not spoiling the story for 
all those of you who were never going 
to watch it anyway. But essentially, in 
the 1970s a bloke with a beard called 
Steve goes into business with another 
bloke, who also has a beard and is also 
called Steve. Things don’t work out, they 
squabble, and Steve - one of them any¬ 
way - goes his own way and sets up a 
rival business. After a lot of navel-gazing 
and finding himself, Steve is reunited 
with Steve (the one with the grey beard), 
and tells him he ‘has not been in a good 
place’. And they launch a computer. 

A bit like Alan Sugar. Only without the 
peerage or the television show. 

Just one question. How did that not 
smash box-office records?

GP’s remarkable life

JORDAN HARRIS explores 
the memoirs of long-serving 
Black Country GP and author 
Doctor Edward Cooke 


IN 46 years as a GP, Edward Cooke 
listened to thousands of stories. 

So, having retired three years ago, 
there was only one thing to do - write a 
book about it all. 

But rather than pen a straight autobiogra¬ 
phy, Dr Cooke has put together a collection of 
anecdotes that he says acts as a historical doc¬ 
ument of the Black Country, chronicling the 
area and its people. 

Up until his retirement in 2012, he was one 
of the longest-serving doctors in the Black 
Country. 

However describing his book, entitled What 
The - Reflections of a Black Country, as his 
story could be stretching the truth a little. 

With several previous medical publications, 
this is his first for a non-medical audience and 
it portrays the tragedy, drama and comedy 
that a typical GP comes across. 

Stabbed 

From discovering a man who had been 
stabbed in the chest to his various encounters 
with badly-behaved children, Dr Cooke’s book 
is not a run-of-the-mill memoir. 

Dubbing himself a ‘funny doctor’, Dr Cooke 
doesn’t choose to wallow in sadness for too 
long and a funny tale is always just around 
the corner. 

He explained: “In those days, when you were 
a trainee, you went where you were told but I 
wanted to come back to the Black Country. 

“Because of this rather unusual job I had, I 
had lots of unusual experiences and because 
of who I am as a person I would try and con¬ 
nect with my patients by telling them funny 
stories. 

“Several years ago a hard-of-hearing patient 
told me I should write these down so he could 
understand them properly, so I did. 

“I spent the last five years writing down all 
of my recollections from memory, from grow¬ 


ing up in the grey Black Country after the 
Second World War, throughout my career in 
medicine. 

“I did this without telling anyone, not even 
my wife, and I am extremely proud of the re¬ 
sult.” 

While the tales contained within the book 
are examples of the stories of real people, it 
isn’t always light reading and Dr Cooke him¬ 
self has said it is ‘not for children’. 

The book contains births and deaths, includ¬ 
ing suicides and even murder. 

There are some revelations never previously 
disclosed, particularly regarding cot deaths. 

Some of the stories are emotion stirring 
tales of people at the lowest point in their lives 
and in dire need of help. 

Dr Cooke, now aged 72, said: “There is a lot 
of humour in this book but it is also incredibly 
sad. 


“When you become a GP, you spend life’s 
crises with people. 

“One night when I was working on call, I 
had to go out to a home at 3am where a man 
with lung cancer had burst a blood vessel and 
was coughing up blood. I knew it was serious 
and I had to get there quick. 

“His son, who was only 23 years old, had 
locked himself in the bathroom with his fa¬ 
ther while he was slowly dying, to protect his 
mother from having to see it. 

“The father died and when I left the house 
his son actually apologised to me for making 
me come out. 

“He wasn’t crying when he was mopping his 
dad’s blood up, but he still apologised. I still 
get emotional to this day when I think of that 
night. 

“Me and that lad still share a bond to this 
day, that is how you grow as a doctor. 


book 

“You have to make sure that your emotions 
don’t get the better of you and always main¬ 
tain your professionalism.” 

Dr Cooke’s career in medicine has helped 
him get to know every inch of the Black Coun¬ 
try and its people, through good times and bad. 
His book makes reference to a number of local 
landmarks and events including the closure of 
the Bilston Steel Works in 1979. It was an end 
of era and it shut despite a long fight to save 
it but Dr Cooke said he wasn’t sad to see it go. 

He said that for a long time he was ‘losing 
one patient a year’ as a result of them working 
at the steelworks. 

He was so concerned about the difficult 
working conditions that he asked Lord Bil¬ 
ston, the former Wolverhampton South East 
MP Dennis Turner, who he met as a child and 
was good friends with, to take him for a tour 
of the site. 

He said: “I know a lot of people were upset 
when the steel works closed and they still are 
to this day, but I was delighted to see them go. 

“Lord Bilston was a great friend of mine and 
I didn’t mind telling him that the closure was 
a good thing for me as a doctor. 

Experiences 

“I was losing one patient a year for the first 
ten years of being a doctor to the steelworks 
because of the conditions people were working 
in.” 

Black Country born and bred, Dr Cooke was 
educated at Dudley Grammar School before 
studying at The Medical School in Leeds and 
the Institute of Basic Medical Sciences at the 
Royal College of Surgeons in London. 

However, his formative experiences in the 
Black Country stayed with him and his love 
for the area brought him back home. He would 
work for 46 years at Parkfields Medical Centre 
in Wolverhampton and Summerhill Surgery in 
Kingswinford, unusually working both as a GP 
principal and a hospital specialist. 

He said: “My father and my grandfather 
both worked as coalminers and told me I 
would never follow them, that I was going to 
become a doctor. I wanted to become a pop star 
in those days but the medical profession was 
indeed my calling.” 

His book is available in paperback and on 
Kindle from Amazon.

We would like to 
thank all of the Caparo people involved for their 
dedicated support in securing this transaction. 


“We continue to hold advanced and encourag¬ 
ing discussions with a number of parties around 
the sale of remaining Caparo Industries Group 
companies.”

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Farewell to Bob, the 
life and soul of party 



Bob and Barbara Jew on their golden wedding anniversary nine years ago 


FROM facing gun-toting men 
in the African bush to setting 
up a sauna bath company in 
the Black Country, Bob Jew 
had a colourful life. 

Tributes are being paid to ‘The 
Major’, as he was known, after his 
death aged 85. 

Halesowen-born Mr Jew spread his 
wings as a young man, developing his 
wanderlust first during his National 
Service after the Second World War, 
when he was based in Trans-Jordan 
and fought the infamous Zionist group 
the Stern Gang in Palestine. 

He became an army boxing cham¬ 
pion in Egypt. 

Mr Jew then headed to Nigeria, 
where he was first a cocoa bean buyer 
for Rowntree Fry and Cadbury and 
later general manager of a chain of 
general stores. 

Mr Jew, who grew up in Alexandra 
Road, Halesowen, with his parents, 
Arthur and Freda, sister Pauline and 
brother Ted, often lived deep in the Af¬ 
rican bush and had to deal with some 
scary situations - confronting work¬ 
ers brandishing guns during a strike, 
being robbed and becoming the target 
of a juju (African black magic) curse. 

“Dad was not a man to be bullied 
and, fortunately, he had the gift of the 
gab - so he could talk his way out of 
anything,” said his journalist daughter 
Louise, 58, of Hagley. 

“He befriended many Nigerians, 
to the extent that they made him an 
honorary African chief and presented 
him and our mother with an ornate fly 
swish which they were photographed 
with when they celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary nine years ago. 

“When we lived in Warri, Chief Fes- 
tus Okotie-Eboh took a fancy to our 
house, a rather lovely colonial place on 
the banks of the River Niger and gave 
our family 24 hours notice to quit. 
The chief never actually lived there 
but just put up a sign saying ‘Festus 
Okotie-Eboh owns this house’.” 

Miss Jew recalls local juju followers 
hanging a bottle containing a sub¬ 
stance cursing her father on the gates 


of the compound where they lived - 
but the former Halesowen Grammar 
School boy promptly smashed it. 

Mr Jew married Barbara Lucas, 
from Cradley Heath, in 1956 and she 
joined him in Nigeria after teaching at 
a finishing school in Switzerland. 

She gave birth to Louise in Ibadan, 
Nigeria, and the couple’s son, Nigel, 
was born in Sedgley just over a year 
later. When they returned to the Black 
Country in the mid 1960s, Mr Jew had 
a number of jobs before starting a 
commercial sauna bath firm from the 
family’s home in Brook Street, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Son Nigel said: “His distinctive 
moustache and military bearing 


earned him the nickname around 
Stourbridge of ‘The Major’, although 
he never actually held that rank. We 
had loads of fun with him throughout 
our lives - he was the life and soul of 
any party.” 

Mr Jew, of Whittington Road, Nor¬ 
ton, who also leaves grandchildren 
Luke, Eva, Joe and Danny, died on 
November 10 - which would have been 
his late wife’s birthday - at Russells 
Hall Hospital, Dudley, where he was 
being treated for bronchopneumonia. 

A celebration of his life will be held 
on December 4 at 12.20pm at Stour¬ 
bridge Crematorium. Guests are urged 
to wear their Sunday best in any col¬ 
our and a flower in memory of Mr Jew.

Hospital 
staff lack 
faith in 
workplace 

JUST half the staff at a Black Country hos¬ 
pital would want their friends or family to be 
looked after there - and even fewer would 
want them to work there - a survey reveals. 

And the number of workers at most hospital trusts in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire that would recommend 
their sites is below the national average. 

In Walsall just 51 per cent said they would want loved 
ones to be admitted to the 
Manor Hospital, and only 44 
per cent would recommend 
working there. 

Meanwhile, only 45 per 
cent of staff recommended 
working at Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital, compared with 47 per 
cent at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall. The national average 
is 63 per cent. 

When asked if they would 
be happy if their friends 
or family were admitted to 
Sandwell, 67 per cent said 
they would, compared with 
77 per cent for Dudley, 
while in Wolverhampton it 
was 79 per cent. 

University Hospital of 
North Midlands NHS Trust 
was top locally with 83 per 
cent. The national average 
is 79 per cent. 

Positive 

Bosses say staff made 
plenty of positive comments 
in the survey but admit 
they would like to see an 
improvement. 

It comes as 200 staff at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Trust face the 
axe in the new year, which 
bosses admit has affected 
morale. 

The survey is intended to 
monitor the mood of staff in 
the NHS after more than 

Petrol stations hit by 
22,000 thefts of fuel 

CROOKED motorists have driven off from petrol stations 
in the West Midlands more than 22,000 times without pay¬ 
ing in the past five years, latest figures reveal. 

This figure includes more than 8,000 drive-offs - known 
as ‘bilking’ — in the last two years. 

Aside from Birmingham, which had 8,785 in the last five 
years, Sandwell was the worst region in the West Midlands 
for petrol theft with 3,110. There were also 2,839 drive- 
offs in Dudley (showing a slight decrease), 1,998 in Wolver¬ 
hampton and 1,592 in Walsall. 

West Midlands Police said that most crimes of this na¬ 
ture happen with cars using false plates. Spokesman Lee 
Page said: “While encouraging businesses to take steps to 
minimise the likelihood of them becoming a victim - such 
as operating a pre-pay policy and installing good quality 
CCTV - we are also working hard to prevent licence plates 
being stolen by fitting anti-theft screws.”

The Vaccines, 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall 

IT was blowing a gale outside but it 
was raining beer inside the Civic as a 
boisterous crowd moshed along to The 
Vaccines with a 75-minute set so lively 
it made a foul Tuesday feel like New 
Year’s Eve. 

It was a nice touch to have the lights 
create the blue, white and red French 
Tricolore on the backdrop between 
bands in tribute to rock fans who were 
killed in Paris four nights earlier. 

The headliners had help from two 
supports who did a good job of warm¬ 
ing up the young crowd. 

First up were New York trio Sun¬ 
flower Bean who made amends for 
a name that sounds like a hippy-run 
coffee shop with some sizzling psyche- 
delic-ish rock. 


Watching them was like being 
transported into the universe of Scott 
Pilgrim due to the gauche glamour 
of singer/bassist/catwalk model Julia 
Cumming and the Michael Cera look 
of guitarist Nick Kivlen. He clearly 
has the good taste to be influenced by 
1970s German band Neu. The debut 
album is due in February. 

Palma Violets are a terrific live 
band. The London outfit’s recorded 
output doesn’t really do justice to the 
force of nature impact of their endear¬ 
ingly ramshackle stage presence. 

With a two-for-one deal on front¬ 
men, Samuel Fryer and rabble-rous¬ 
ing Alexander ‘Chilli’ Jesson, they 
swaggered and roared through a set 
that excitingly teetered on the edge of 
chaos. 

London’s The Vaccines hit the 


indie rock scene like a whirlwind a 
few years back and they can still rock 
up a storm, even though third album 
English Graffiti has taken them into a 
more commercial direction. 

Opening with Handsome from the 
latest album was like going from 0 to 
60 in an instant but they remained 
in top gear, singer Justin Hay¬ 
ward-Young commanding the stage, 
bouncing on his toes like a boxer, 
while Freddie Cowan struck guitar 
hero poses. 

Older tracks like Post Break-Up 
Sex, Wet Suit, Ghost Town, Bad Mood 
and final encore Norgaard were the 
fans’ favourites. But the anthemic 
Give Me A Sign showed that The Vac¬ 
cines could still make the transition to 
stadium status.

ELLIE Goulding finally makes 
the transition to fully-fledged 
stadium level premier league 
pop star with Delirium, her 
third album. 

The folky tinge to her voice remains 
and her love of dance music is still 
apparent on Devotion. But the the 
28-year-old singer from Herefordshire 
on this album totally embraces synth 
pop, exemplified by tracks such as 
Codes. 

And she has the anthems to put her 
in the same ballpark as top modern 
pop like Taylor Swift’s 1989 album, 
thanks to sure-bet hits like Scream It 
Out, the gospel-tinged Holding On For 
Life and the Shake It Off-like Around U. 

Ellie Goulding plays Birmingham 
Barclaycard Arena on March 21 to 
complete the upward trajectory that 
started as support act for Little Boots 
in the Wulfrun Hall a couple of years 
back. 

Cat-in-the-hat jazz singer Grego¬ 
ry Porter with the creamy rich vocal 
has a Special Edition of his Grammy 
Award-winning 2014 album Liquid 
Spirit out. 

The revamp enhances that set of 
sophisticated soul-infused songs, in¬ 
cluding the stand-out finger-snapping 
title track, mellow love song Hey Laura 
and a groovy revamp of Northern Soul 
classic The In Crowd. Added are such 
standards as When You Wish Upon A 
Star, Fly Me To The Moon and Puttin 
On The Ritz. 

The bonus tracks also include the 
Californian singer’s collaboration with 
Jamie Cullum on Don’t Let Me Be Mis¬ 
understood. Gregory Porter will be in 
concert at Birmingham Symphony Hall 
on April 24. 


Finnish metal quartet Grave Pleas¬ 
ures come across like a hard rock Roxy 
Music on their album Dreamcrash due 
to their English singer Mat McNerney. 

Manchester band Postcards From 
Jeff make indie rock in the style of 
Kitchens Of Distinction and The Edi¬ 
tors on their debut Modern Language 
but are let down by dreary vocals. 

Those pining for good old fashioned 
bluesy rock should check out Bar- 
rence Whitfield & The Savages on 
their raw and rocking album Under The 
Savage Sky. 

Recently seen supporting James 
Bay, retro styled singer Elle King is 
pitched somewhere between Imelda 
May and Meghan Trainor, a rock chick 
from rural Ohio who shows promise on 
her debut Love Stuff, particularly on 
the banjo-plucking Song of Sorrow, but 
is not quite the finished article. 

Best known for Northern Soul clas¬ 
sic Tainted Love, American singer Glo¬ 
ria Jones was also a backing singer 
for glam rock stars T Rex and became 
the girlfriend of Marc Bolan. This CD 
two-for-one reissues her mid 70s al¬ 
bums Vixen and Windstorm plus bonus 


tracks. Only made two years apart yet 
these are very different albums. Vixen 
is caught between glam rock and dis¬ 
co, not doing justice by either genre, 
including a weak revamp of Tainted 
Love and a dire disco version of Get It 
On (the funkier version on Part 2 fares 
better). 

But the other songs provided by 
Bolan, such as Drive Me Crazy Disco 
Lady, Tell Me Now and Sailors Of The 
Highway will be of interest to Bolan 
fans. There is also a decent version of 
60s classic Go Now. 

Windstorm, recorded by Jones on 
returning to America after Bolan’s 
death, is a much classier affair, slick 
soulful disco with input from such first 
class musicians as Joe Sample from 
The Crusaders, Raydio’s Ray Parker Jr 
and several Motown veterans. 

Kool & The Gang were masters of 
feel-good soul-pop and a remastered 
reissue of their 1983 album In The 
Heart, featuring the hits Joanna, To¬ 
night and Straight Ahead, still sounds 
good more than 30 years later. This set 
also includes bonus 12in mixes includ¬ 
ing the classic Ladies Night.

Views sought on 
school changes 

THREE schools in the Dudley borough are 
asking for views on proposed admission ar¬ 
rangements for 2017/18. 

The schools concerned, Bishop Milner RC 
Catholic College, St Joseph’s and St Mary’s 
primary schools, have a statutory duty to 
consult when changes are made to their ar¬ 
rangements.

Councillor Ian Cooper, cabinet member 
for children, said: “Although the schools 
are only making minor amends that won’t 
affect how children are selected, they are 
required to consult on them.” 


Breaking rules over tobacco 
results in five facing huge bills 


TRADERS have been fined or made 
to pay costs for possession and sale 
of illegal tobacco. 

Trading Standards brought three prosecu¬ 
tions before Dudley Magistrates’ Court. In the 
first case Huner Hamed, aged 45, of Mellor 
Street, Derby, and Amamj Hasan, 25, of Bentley 
Street, Derby, both admitted two charges of pos¬ 
session for supply of goods prohibited by safety 
regulations and two charges of possessing goods 
with a false trademark for sale/hire. 

Hasan admitted a charge of money launder¬ 
ing and Hamad admitted possessing criminal 


property. Magistrates were told 150 packs of 
cigarettes and 25 packs of hand-rolling tobacco 
were seized from Eazy Shop, in Brierley Hill 
High Street, in 2015. 

Both received a 12-month conditional dis¬ 
charge and were ordered to pay £2,304 costs 
each with £180 criminal court charges. 

The court was told officers had inspected 
Baba Shaheed, in High Street, Lye and found 
six sleeves and 11 individual packs of cigarettes, 
none displayed the correct labelling and warn¬ 
ings. Muhammed Fazal Ur Rehman, 31, of Salop 
Road, Redditch, owner of the shop, pleaded 


guilty to two charges of possessing for supply 
goods prohibited by regulations and a count of 
possessing criminal property. He was fined £426 
with £1,585 costs and £180 court charges. 

In the third case, the court was told officers 
found 237 packs of illegal cigarettes in Ivy Road, 
Dudley. Ronald Anslow, 63, and Amanda Lewis, 
44, both of Ivy Road, pleaded guilty to three of¬ 
fences involving lack of labelling and criminal 
property. They each admitted two charges of 
supplying goods prohibited by regulations. Both 
got two year conditional discharges, ordered to 
pay £1,375 costs each with £180 charges.

The building is undergoing a massive 
facelift to turn it into a registration office 
for civil ceremonies. 

West Midlands Historic Buildings Trust 
has carried out the refurbishment on the 
site, which was built in 1879 and is made up 
of two Victorian Gothic-style chapels. 

One of these will house the registration 
office and the other a new wedding venue. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for corporate and customer services, 
said: “We are looking forward to opening 
this unique and stunning ceremony venue 
thanks to the restoration work which has 


preserved a slice of local history. Brides- 
to-be can make provisional bookings for 
weddings next year when the Wollescote 
Suite will be ready from April 8.” 

Dudley registrars, who will lease the 
buildings, have revealed that they can take 
provisional bookings for weddings at the 
new venue from April 8 next year. 

The new Wollescote Suite, which features 
much of the former chapel’s original Gothic 
architecture, will hold marriage parties in 
the region of 40 people. 

The former Lye and Wollescote Cemetery 
Chapel will be renamed The Thomas Rob¬ 
inson Building after the original architect. 

On Saturday the Victorian Chapels will 
throw open their doors from 10.30am to 
lpm so people can see the results of the spe¬ 
cialist heritage conservation team’s work.

The family-run establishment offers 
bespoke rooms with the highest level of 
fixtures and fittings. A true family estab¬ 
lishment, host Gary MacCrae is a Keswick 
man who knows the area like the back of his 
hand. He is front of house, his wife Donna 
does the cooking and their family fill in at 
various points. 

It is just far enough off the road to be a 


haven for red squirrels, deer and other wild¬ 
life, and close enough to the bus stop just 
150 yards away. 

It is ideally situated for the Honister 
Rambler, a bus which can take you where 
others fear to drive, including the Honis¬ 
ter Slate Mine and the picturesque village 
of Buttermere on its circuitous route from 
Keswick, beyond Derwentwater and back 
to Keswick. An open-top double decker also 
operates between villages. 

You can comfortably leave your vehicle 
behind and take advantage of deals such as 
a joint all-day bus and boat ticket for Der¬ 
wentwater and the Keswick and Honister 
area.An Explorer ticket covers the whole of 
Cumbria and North Lancashire. 

Of course, there’s also Shanks’ Pony and 
two wheels, but it does make sense to use 
other transport. The roads can be a night¬ 
mare and you miss so much while driving.

Series continues to 
prove wild at heart 


O ver the past few years, Ben 
Fogle’s New Lives in the Wild 
series has seen him meet 
people all over the world who have 
given up the rat race and started 
afresh in some of the remotest places 
on the planet. 

However, his new series, which 
continues on Channel 5 tonight, looks 
at those a bit closer at home, who 
have looked to escape the daily grind 
in search of a happier, and often more 
self-sufficient, life elsewhere in the 
British Isles. 

It’s the same concept, but on a 
lower budget, if you will. 

Of course, upping sticks to live in a 
remote destination is familiar territory 
for Fogle, who first found fame in 2000 
living on the remote Hebridean island 
of Taransay for BBC reality series, 
Castaway. 

And in his heart of hearts the 
presenter still nurtures a dream of 
turning his back on his fame and 
fortune to live his own ’wilderness! 

He has even recently pinpointed an 
uninhabited Scandinavian island 
where he hopes to set up home. 


“Island living is where I began on 
Taransay, and I have such fond 
memories of it,” he explains. 

“I’m only sorry that I don’t think 
television is brave enough to make a 
series like that [Castaway] again - 
taking people out of their natural 
environment for a year. 

“I think it’s lost its innocence these 
days - none of us went there to 
become rich and famous, which 
seems to be a focus of so much 
reality TV nowadays. We simply 
wanted to establish a self-sufficient 
community.” 

Nevertheless, when you watch 
Fogle on TV and look at his prolific CV 
over the past few years, it appears 
unlikely that he could spend a year in 
any one place without getting itchy 
feet. 

And the presenter is back on his 
travels once again for tonight’s latest 
instalment of New Lives in the Wild 
UK. 

Ben uses his considerable charm 
and empathy to bond with Simon and 
Debbie, a former estate agent and 
lawyer. 


At the ages of 48 and 51 
respectively, the couple swapped city 
life for a hidden valley smallholding in 
the middle of Exmoor National Park. 

But it’s not been easy by any stretch 
of the imagination. 

With more than 100 animals - some 
kept for companionship, others 
destined for the table - the couple’s 
life on Exmoor is a constant battle and 
one they cannot always win, as Ben 
soon learns. 

During his stay, the host discovers 
how to rear, kill and cook ‘extreme free 
range’ pigs, then tries his hand at 
foraging in steep woodland and 
attempts to clear an old orchard with a 
stubborn horse who suffers from hay 
fever. 

As with all the people he has met 
during the series, Ben has admiration 
for what the couple are trying to do. 

“Over the last few years, there’s a 
fast-growing group of people looking 
to regress and turn back the clock,” he 
says. 

“It’s not been easy for any of them 
and their bravery and resilience is 
inspiring.”

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Is it time to go full winter yet? 


As summer is now behind us, 
should you be thinking about 
winter tyres, and when is the 
best time to switch? 

With forecasters predicting the 
worst winter weather in a long 
time, many drivers are thinking 
about fitting cold weather tyres to 
their cars. Should they and, if so, 
when is the right time to make the 
change? 

First things first: what are winter 
tyres? They are tyres designed specif¬ 
ically for use in colder temperatures. 
They are not snow tyres, which have 
a much more aggressive tread pattern 
and are for use on 4x4 off-roaders. 
Winter tyres are made from rubber that 
allows more movement in the tread 
pattern than summer tyres, which al¬ 
lows slush and snow to disperse. This 
design also allows the tyre to warm up 
more quickly, which helps it provide 
more grip rather than summer tyres, 


which remain brittle at temperatures 
below 7-degrees centigrade. 

That temperature is the key to know¬ 
ing when to switch to winter tyres from 
your car’s usual summer rubber. It’s 
wise to change before the chilly weath¬ 
er sets in so you are not caught out 
when the first frosty blasts arrive. 

This does not mean you need to 
worry about driving on winter tyres in 
warmer conditions, as this type of tyre 
remains fully functional and completely 
safe at temperatures of up to 20-de- 
grees centigrade. It gives you a lot of 
leeway in picking when to swap to win¬ 
ter tyres, but late autumn is a good bet 
before frost and ice starts to appear in 
the mornings. 

Many drivers will worry about the 
cost of fitting a second set of tyres 
when their existing ones have plenty 
of tread and life in them. While buying 
winter tyres will add to your running 
costs in the short-term, it won’t cost 
you any more over the ownership pe¬ 
riod of the car. This is because you will 


be using one set of tyres in the sum¬ 
mer and another set in the winter, so 
the tyre wear is spread across two sets 
of tyres. 

Aside from the cost issue, there 
is also safety to consider. If you stick 
with a set of summer tyres for your car 
all-year round, you greatly increase 
the risk of a collision on snowy or icy 
roads. On summer tyres, it takes the 
average car 43m to stop from 30mph 
on snow-covered roads, while a car 
with winter tyres will pull up in 35m. 
That’s a difference of two car lengths. 

In winter, the risk of drivers being in¬ 
volved in a collision, regardless of who 
causes it, increases six-fold. During the 
harsh winter of 2010, more than three 
million drivers were involved in a colli¬ 
sion of some type and almost half of all 
drivers reported being in a near-miss. 

Given the winter of 2015/16 is pre¬ 
dicted to be as bad or worse than that 
in 2010, swapping to winter tyres in the 
next few weeks makes a great deal of 
sense.

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Remarkable supermini

There’s a new supermini on Brit¬ 
ain’s roads but you won’t have 
much difficulty in spotting its ori¬ 
gins. 

But make no mistake: SEAT’S new Ibiza 
may not look too much different on the 
outside, but underneath it’s a very differ¬ 
ent story. 

After all, the sporty shape was originally 
conceived by a former chief designer for Lam¬ 
borghini and its sculpted lines remain mod¬ 
ern and distinctive. There’s an old saying ‘if it 
ain’t broke ...’ Instead the company listened to 
customers and blew its budget for this latest 
makeover on new, upgraded interiors, a great 
deal of new technology and the introduction 
of considerably more efficient engine options, 
bringing fuel and tax savings for owners. 

There’s also a new speed sensitive power 
steering system and much-revised suspen¬ 
sion, damper and anti-roll bar settings which 
have significantly sharpened up handling 
while also resulting in a smoother, quieter ride. 
There’s a range of customisation options for 
those who want their car to stand out visually. 

Prices start at £10,000, rising to £18,035 
which, like for like, still manages to undercut 
big name rivals which don’t have the advan¬ 
tage of offering three body styles - three door 
couple, five door or sports tourer (estate). 
There are seven trim levels and ten engine op¬ 
tions - seven petrol and three diesel - six of 
which are completely new. 

So with all that variety, and a new sporting 
flagship version, the Cupra, coming in a couple 
of months, the Ibiza has this highly competitive 
section of the market pretty well covered. 

The entry level engine in the cheapest ver¬ 
sion produces 75ps and 95Nm of torque, 


drives smoothly and feels a little more peppy 
on the road than its 14.3 second 0 to 62mph 
time suggests. Official average fuel consump¬ 
tion at 54.4mpg wouldn’t be out of place with 
many a smaller, lighter city car. 

But the same engine in the turbocharged 
Ecomotive version is rated at 95ps, with 
160Nm of torque which cuts nearly four sec¬ 
onds off the 0 to 62mph sprint time and yet 
its official fuel average is a diesel-like 68,9mpg 
and lower C02 emissions of 94g/km. 

The top specification FR version gets even 
more power, 11 Ops and a hefty 200Nm of 
torque, but still with an official fuel average of 
more than 64mpg and a low 102g/km. 

Quicker 

The FR, which costs from £15,690 in the 
three-door model, is also unusual for a 1.0 litre 
car in that it is available with the proven DSG 
dual clutch automatic transmission. Quicker 
and smoother than even a manual gearbox, it 
also has the option of manual control of the six 
ratios via paddles behind the steering wheel. 

With a 0 to 62mph sprint time of 9.3 sec¬ 
onds, it is remarkably quick for a 1.0 litre car 
and particularly smooth, thanks to its combina¬ 
tion of torque and the DSG transmission. 

It also gives the car a relaxed, ‘grown up’ 
feel, which is a characteristic of the new Ibiza 
across the board. It isn’t only the engine, as 
the complete retuning of the suspension and 
damping means a more compliant and quieter 
ride with less jarring over bumpy B-roads. 

That’s an impression reinforced by the new 
cabin with new soft touch materials and a mul¬ 
ti-function colour touchscreen in the centre of 
the dash. In fact, there’s even a new ‘Connect’ 
trim level, which comes with a larger, 6.5 inch 
screen for controlling audio, communications 
and satnav, while having full inter-connectivity 
with a smartphone’s functions. 



Other petrol engine options include 1.2 litre 
units with 90 and 110Ps, a 1.4TSI with 150Ps of 
power and 250Nm of torque. 

All three diesel engines are 1.4 litres, with 
outputs of 75, 90 (available with the DSG tran- 
mission) and 110PS. The 75Ps version is fitted 
to the Ecomotive version, with official average 
fuel consumption of more than 83mpg and a 
C02 rating now down to 88g/km: well below 
the current 10Og/km free VED benchmark. The 
Ecomotive has a very respectable 210Nm of 
torque, making it very driveable with plenty of 
pulling power at low revs. It is also significantly 
quieter than the engine it replaces. 

The entry-level E model comes with a centre 
touch screen media system, four airbags, hill 
hold control,a tyre monitoring system, stability 


control and emergency brake assist, a folding 
rear bench seat, electric front windows, Next 
up the S A/C adds air conditioning along with 
electric adjustable and heated door mirrors, 
an upgraded audio and hands-free phone 
system, a split/fold rear seat and remote audio 
and phone controls on the steering wheel. 

Further up the range, you add features such 
as alloy wheels, a larger touch screen with 
an improved range of functions, LED running 
lights, front fog lights with cornering func¬ 
tion,cruise control, parking sensors, satnav, 
and a driver tiredness warning. The FR is the 
top specification model, with a sporty trim. 

The new Ibiza has to hold its own in a crowd¬ 
ed and competitive area of the market, but 
SEAT has hit the ground running with a wide 


range of engine, body styles Its competitive 
pricing and relatively low running costs add to 
the appeal. All the new engines meet the latest 
EU6 emissions standards (with low C02 rat¬ 
ings of between 88 and 120g/km) and insur¬ 
ance ratings range from 8E to 18E (out of 50). 

And while its looks may not have changed 
much (colour pack options excluded) SEAT 
has added a raft of new technology and a 
more grown-up feel to the car, with significant 
improvements in refinement. 

For many of us price is the deciding factor. 
But given a choice the FR, with one-litre turbo 
engine, DSG transmission and a combination 
of 64mpg and sub 10 seconds sprint time is a 
pretty remarkable machine even in the world 
of superminis.

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Lexus is a smooth operator

There is no question that rock 
’n’ roll is great music, but the 
term means something much 
less fun when used to describe 
the quality of ride you get from 
your car. Lexus has designed 
and equipped its new RX to put 
an end to rocking and rolling, 
whether you are travelling on the 
highway, or driving on rougher 
off-road surfaces. 

The new luxury SUV’s active suspen¬ 
sion performance moves to a higher level, 
securing a smoother and more stable ride 
and a more rewarding driving experience. 
The system design has been updated and 
customers can specify an Adaptive Varia¬ 
ble Suspension system for sportier perfor¬ 
mance. Ride and handling have also been 


improved thanks to the engineering of a sig¬ 
nificantly more rigid vehicle body. 

The new RX features an updated version 
of the suspension system used in the cur¬ 
rent model: MacPherson struts at the front 
and a rear trailing arm and double-wishbone 
set-up, with components fine-tuned for extra 
stability when cornering and improved han¬ 
dling overall. Changes include a larger front 
anti-roll bar, which gives both a crisper turn¬ 
ing response and better ride quality. 

Adjusts 

Sportier performance can be gained 
from Lexus’s Adaptive Variable Suspension 
(AVS), a standard feature of the F Sport and 
Premier grade models. This automatically 
adjusts the damping force delivered by the 
shock absorbers at each wheel in response 
to the quality of the road surface and the driv¬ 
er’s inputs. 

For example, on rough roads, the sys¬ 
tem switches to a more compliant setting 
to maintain comfort. When driving through

a bend, the damping force is firmer, to re¬ 
duce body roll and give the RX more per¬ 
formance-focused, flatter cornering. 

As well as advanced suspension tuning 
and technology, the new RX reaps the ben¬ 
efits of having a more rigid body - a funda¬ 
mental quality that has a positive impact on 
its handling, comfort and cabin quietness, 
as well as providing more robust crash 
protection. 

Lexus has achieved this with innovative 
techniques, including a new ring-frame 
construction method to create stronger 


sections around the front and rear doors. 
Panel joints have been made stronger us¬ 
ing high-tech body adhesives and laser 
screw welding, and high-tensile-strength 
steel has been used at strategic points 
throughout, including the A and B-pillars 
and underbody crossmembers. Extra spot 
welds around the rear of the body also 
contribute to the car’s strength and han¬ 
dling stability. 

The new RX is available to order now, 
with first deliveries to UK customers from 
January.
